CHEMICAL WA R IN C O CA-COLUMBIA? Last July,the Guardian reported that the 
US were going to use the infamous herbicide,ftgent Orange,against the coca 
crops in Columbia to crack down on the exports of cocaine from the region. 

Whether »hat Reagan has publically 1eclated to be a 'War Against Drugs' 
is the same thing as a proper war is up to you,as readers,to decide.One 
thing that is for certain,however,is that there are going to be massive 
casualties.When Agent Orange was used against the tropical rain forests of 
South Viet Nam during the 1963-74 War,Operation Harvester wiped out 50?6 of 
the forests and thus irreperably damaged the regions ecology.Furthermore, 
some 180,000 US servicemen exposed to Agent Orange during the war are now 
demanding compensation for the massive health damage caused to them and th 
children,and according to the Soviets some ten times this number have been 
blinded,killed or crippled in Viet Nam itself.In 1974,the US admitted that 
the use of herbicides - such as Orange - was to engage in chemical warfare 
contrary to the 1925 Geneva Gas Protocol. 

Despite this,Reagan seems committed to using Orange against Columbia, 
knowing that thousands will die.His justification,presumably,is that this 
prevent thousands of similar deaths from cocaine in North America. 
Such reasoning is sick imperialism at best,but it is not even true. 
According to Big Deal:The PolitAcB of the World Drugs Trade .whilst the 
Drug Enforcement Agency (DEA) lead armed forays into the Columbian jungies 
to destroy the drug baron's airstrips,the CIA provides them with the 
financial backing to build more.The reason:Columbia's only major export is 
coca,and without such exports the repressive (what Reagan would probably 
call 'tough Anti-Communist') regime running the country would fall. 

A serious attempt to control the widespread use of cocaine in the States 
would focus on the demand rather than the supply side of the market.Rathei 
than destroying a fragile South American ecosystem,Reagan should try to 
improve a weak-minded North American mentality.In the States,cocaine is 
seen as a status symbol,a sort of "Here's S20 to stick up your nose" styl« 
affluence.A genuine campaign to increase public awareness would ensure 
that either (i) people would stop using coke,or (ii) they would not pay 
suc.h excessive prices for it when cheaper and more potent substitutes, 
such as amphetimines,are also available. 

This,naturally,would have the effect of making wholesale cultivation of 
coca financially unviable and the Columbian economy could diversify into 
more socially useful crops (such as maize) and reduce its dependency on U{ 
markets,^uch a programme seriously undermined opium farming in the Golden
